Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed to amend the claims to limit the subject matter of 
claims 26-29 essentially to the polpeptides defined by the range recited in the claims. The prior art teaches proteins 
that comprise the recited polypeptide sequences, but do not teach the function or biological properties of the recited 
polypeptides defined by the ranges in the claims. The prior art does not provide any specific properties for the proteins 
that contain the claimed sequence, nor does it teach the properties of the fragments in the claims as amended in the 
attached Examiners Amendment.
